Reissue Applications 

1 . The amendment filed January 29, 2007 is not compliant with 37 CFR 1.173 for 
the following reasons: 

Some of the status identifiers in the claims appear to be incorrect. For instance, 
claim 15, an original patented claim, appears to have not been amended, but has an 
identifier of "previously presented" when it should be "original." See 37 CFR 
1.173(b)(2). 

Changes made to the claims must be made relative to the patent, and therefore new 
claims such as claims 22, 29, 30, and 31 should have an identifier of "amended." 
Further, all of the new claims should be underlined as they are new relative to the 
patent, and the deleted portions of new claims (such as the last 6 lines of claim 21 
should be removed completely, not bracketed, such that the only portion of the claim 
which remains is the new claim relative to the patent. See 37 CFR 1.173(d) and (g). 

A marked-up copy of the claim amendments showing the changes from the 
previous version may be provided for examination purposes. The current version of 
claims 21-23, 25, and 29-31 have been submitted in the form of a marked-up copy.
